THE WAR ‘MEMORIAL INSTITUTE. 
{To the Editor of the “ China Mcil.”"} 

Sir.—With reference to the War 
Memorial Institute which it has been 
decided to erect please allow me,

Colony are! aware the new institute 
to be ts the direct offspring of 2 move- 


‘ment commenced 2’ few years ago by 


Sir Henry May. for the erection of a 
Y.M.C.A. ingtitate. :
